HOW LOCATED. 

Atlanta, the capital of the state of 
Georgia, is located upon the summit of a 
dividing ridge from which the waters on 
the one side flow into the Atlantic ocean, 
and on the other into the gulf of Mexico, 
1078 feet above the level of the ocean, 
500 feet above the Tennessee and Cum- 
berland rivers at Chattanooga and 
Nashville, and about 350 feet above the 
Chattahoochee river, seven miles distant 
from the city. The location is about 
330 miles from Charleston, about the 
same distaace from Savannah, 
and Nashville, 500 miles from Riehmond, 
and is equi-distantfrom New York and 
New Orleans. 

In 1836, the construction of the State 
roud was authorized, avd the presen: 
site of the Laon Passenger depot was 


located and called ‘‘Terminus.” 
Terminus was incorporated 


thasville was incorporated under the 
name of Atlanta. In 1864, the city was 
destroyed by Geneial Sherman. The 
dest: uction was the most ruinous of any 
city in the south, except perhaps, Colum- 
bia 8. C. The entire business portion 
of the city and all the principal buildings, 
including a very large number of fine 
residences, were utterly demolished, and 
consumed by devouring flames, 


-INCE THE WAR.

is required at night. 

‘*We are not subject to epidemic dis 
eases. Not even in Atlanta, with a pop 
viation of 36,000, with daily arrivals 
from all sectious, has yellow fever o1 
cholera ever prevailed, and but few 
sporadic cases of dysentery or smal! 
pox have been developed. Chills and 
fever whea they have occured (asa rule) 
could be traced to a visit to, or 
former residence in 8 me miasmatic dis- 
trict. This bracing atmosphere oxygen- 
ates the blood without oppressing the 
breathing apparatus, ard is therefore pe- 
culiarly adapted to persons from a north- 
ern or more rigorous climate, especially 
soif they are suffering with chronic 
weakness of the lungs. Io this respect 
we believe it better than that of Florida, 
as. it 1s less liable to the influence o! 
damp, chilly winds, the miasm of low 
flat lands, sudden changes, and unpleas- 
ant ocean and guif breezes. In the win- 
ter months, we have some rainy weather 
requiring the usuai precautions against 
these atmospheric changes. 

I bave had opportunities rarely enjoyed 
by phys¥cians of judging the clin ate of 
the sever | sections of the United States 
Having passed my eurly life in New York, 
practicing my protessien for fourteen 
years in the northwest, and being sta- 
tioned ip,and having passed over most 1 
the south duriag the war, I have no hes 
itancy in saying that the climate of 
north Georgia is the equal, (taking one 
month with anviher,)of any in America.

Fences were 
torn from their posts, the air for a time 
being fairly filled with boardsand sticks, 
as numerousas fiying sparks from a 
great conflagration. The awe.stricken 
people were so completely takea by sur- 
prise by the sudden burstiog of the 
storm and its lightning-like rapadity as 
it ploughed ite way through the doomed 
town, that they had little or no time to 
prepare for safety in flight, and as a 
consequence arge numbers were 
overwhelmed by ffalling buildings 
and eitter killed outright or crushed and 
maimed, so that their lives are despaired 
of. There were «ight of the citizens 
kilied their, bodics for the most part be- 
ing . terribly mangled. Some _ were 
caught under faliing timbers, others 
were impaled by splintered boards, while 
some were dashed to death by teing 
caught up in the the storm and thrown 
against buildings, or thrown with great 
force to to the ground. ‘The carnage is 
reported to have béeén terrible to an 
alarming degree, and whenthe wind hed 
passed by its path was marked by ruined 
and dead, dying, end 
wounded inhabitants. Immediately 
after this tornado had died away a heavy 
rain storm, gef®dn, the water talling in 
perfect torrents, and extinguishing at 
once the slight flames which had sprung 
up, probably from a iacksmith’s shop, 
which shared the fate of many other 
buildings. In addition to rain, there 
was a heavy hail storm, the weather 
having suddenly turned cold. The 
dead, so far as could be ascer- 
tained, are Joshua Richards, 
Mrs. John Lwooney, Mrs, Thomas

Mies Thompson, daughter of Edwar 
Thompson, who, together wih his son, 
is supposed to have perished; als») a son 
of Joseph Jackson.

The 
first news of the disaster was brought 
iuto Galena, LL, pooner which were 
at once sent out from Hazelgreen for 
medical assistanee.

The village of Hazelyreen has a pop- 
ulation cf probably 1,000 inhabitants. 
It is situated twelve miles directly east 
of Dubuque, and ten miles north of 
Galena, in the extreme southeastern por- 
tion of Grant county, Wis, and not 
more than half a mile from the Lilinois 
state line. It is almost wholly a miving 
village, and is situated in very nearly the 
heart of the best Wisconsin diggings. 
It is one “the oldest villages in 
the lead-bearing regions, and in 
1834, was quite a village, when Du- 
buque and Galena were places of less 
than 1,000 inhabitants. It is surrounded 
by a fine farming as well as mining ter- 
ritory, and contains several stores, a 
hotel, and all the usual adjuncts ofa 
country villlge. The town siands out 
upon a rolling prairie, and hence must 
have receiyed the full force of the fear- 
ful storm which bore death to so many 
of its inhabitants. Hazelgreen is noted 
as the place where the poet J. 43. Perci- 
val died twenty years ago, and where he 
lies buried. Among the buildings de- 
stroyed was the Methodist church. The 
storm was pretty general over the north- 
westera country, Sparta and LaCrosse 
reporting considerable damage from 
floods, winds and haiistones, Dubuque 
and Burlington Iowa, were also in the 
path of the hurricane, but received only 
a small part of ite strength, which seems 
to have been held in reserve for the town 
of Hazelgreen, :

“SNOW-SHOE THOMPSON” 


The Fxperience of a California 
Moun‘aineer. 


From TheSan Francisco Bulletin. 

Every body inthis state has heard of 
“Snow-Shoe Thompso»v,” the man who 
has caried the U. 3S. mails over the Sier- 
ra through the storms and snow-drifts 
of twenty winters when the mountain 
passes were Ouly to betraversed by a 
stropg mau on snow-shoes, but very 
few probably know his history or the 
difficulties and dangers he has met in 
the service of the governme.t. 

John A.Thompson —for such is his real 
name —was born at Upper Tins, Pres- 
tijeld, Norway, in 1827, and is conse- 
quently 49 years of age. His height is 
vearly six feet, his weight one hundred 
and eighty pounds, while he has the 
blonde hair aud beard peculiar to na- 
tives of northern climes, and a peculiar- 
ly pierciag eye. He came tothis coun- 
try when ten years of age, and settled 
in Illinois with his father,’ and in 1851 
he crossed the plains to California, liv- 
ing first at Placerville asa miner, and 
then engaging in ranching at Putah creek 
Sacramento Valley, daring the years 
1854 and 1855. During the early 
winter of 1856 he heard of the difficul- 
ties experienced in carrying the mails 
over the mouutains, and the early re- 
membrance of the snow-shoes used in 
his own country suggested to him that 
they could perhaps be utilized here. 

He accordingly constructed a pair 
ten feet long and four inches wide, upon 
which he crossed the mountains to 
Placerville, then the principal town on 
the road over which the mail was car- 
ried. 

His first trip over the mountains was 
madein January, 1856, whenhe went 
from Placerville to Carson valley, a 
distance of ninety miles, carrjing the 
mail-bags strapped upon his back and 
gliding on hisloog Norwegian snow- 
shoes over fields of snow from ten to 
fifty feet deep. Having successfully 
made the trip and returned, he contin- 
ued to carry the mails between the two 
points all that winter, the weight of the 
bags being generally from 6Uto 8v 

ounds, but sometimes more than one 
handred pounds. ‘The distance be 
tween the two places—ninety miles- - 
he traversed in two days on his return, 
but required three days ingoing, owing 
to the great amount of up hill travel. 

On; his trip he seldom saw a human 
being, as there was nota house on the 
route, and the entire country was a per- 
fect Siberia of snow. He never carried 
blankets or wore an overcoat, while all 
his food was prepared so that he could 
eat it ashe ran. For his drink he 
would scoop up a handful of snow or 
take a draught from some mountain 
stream. He camped at night where- 
ever night overtook him, keeping warm 
through the d bours bya blaziog 
fire at his feet, and sleeping peacefully 
upona couch of hemlock boughs, and 
with his head pillowed upon the mail- 
bags. Whenable, he camped under 
shelving rocks, and at a place six miles 
from Strawbery Valley he had a cavera 
in the shape ofan ovenin which he 
slept as often as possible, with a blaz- 
ing fire at its mouth. 

About Christmas of 1856 he saved 
the life of James Sisson, who had lain 
in an old deserted cabin in Lake Valley 
for twelve days, wih his feet frozen, 
subsisting on flour during all that time, 
and drew him to Genoa on a hand sled, 
where both of bis feet were amput ated. 
Before they were amputated Thomps on 
walked to Sacramento for chloroform 


Thompson seemed to be proof against 
cold andexposure. He never had his 
feet or even his fingers frozen, and 
camping out several nights with- 
out he never suffered any incon- 
venience but slept as well as usual. 
He is now thinking of retiring from 
the fatiguing business and a petition is 
circulated asking the govern- 
ment to pay him $6,000 for his past 
services.

METEORIC FASH. 
LUCID EXPLANATION OF THE 
MEAT IN KENTUCKY. 


A RECENT 


SHOWER OF 
The New York Times. 


The other day Mrs. Crouch of Olymp- 
ian Springs, Ky., was — in the 
open air and undera particularly clear 
sky, in the celebration of those mysteri- 
ous rites by which the housewife trans- 
mutes scraps of meat, boaes, and cffete 
overshoes into soap, Suddenly there 
descended upon her a gentle shower of 
meat. It fell impartially upon the pre- 
sumably just Mrs. Crouch and her un- 
just cat, and the latter, conceitediy as 
suming that at last his 
meriis had been signally recog- 
nized, inmediately gorged himself with 
the public breakfast so unexpect dly 
tenderd tohim. ‘The meat was served 
in the shape of hash and in particles 
ranged in size from a delicate shred as 
lizht as a snowflake toa solid lu.op three 
inches square. It wasin a raw state but 
it was obviously perfectly fresh. Two 
Kentucky gentlemen in prosperous cir- 
cumstances, and accustomed to eating 
raw meat, tasted 1t and pronounced the 
Opinion that it was either venison or 
mutton and the greater part of the state 
of Kentucky is probably at this moment 
covered with baskets and tubs, which 
have been placed in the open fields in 
readiness to catch tue next shower ot! 
atmospheric hash. 

Whence cathe this remarkable rain 
[t had not been predicted by the weather 
bureau, and it could not huve been the 
result of the blowing up of @ distant 
boarding house, inasmuch as no trace of 
bones, buttons, and other components of 
the hash of commerce cou:d be discov- 
ered by the must searching analysis. The 
most obvious conclusion is that the Ken- 
tucky shower of meat was really a mete- 
oric shower. According to the present 
theory of astronomers an evormous Delt 
of meteoric stones constantly revolves 
around the sun, and when the earth 
comes in contact with this 
belt she is soundly pelted. Similarly 
we may suppose that there revolves 
abouttbe sun a belt of venison, mutton, 
and other meats, divided into small 
fragments which are precipitated upon 
the earth whenever tbe latter crosses 
their path. Ofcourse, the scicutific per- 
sons will sneer at the explanation, inas- 
much as they have not been the first to 


any crounds whatever tor belief in the 
existence of constant meat. but if they 
believe in a bypothetical belt of metecric 
stones, simply because certain stones oc- 
casionally faii upon tbe earth’s surface, 
why should they not believe in a@ posi- 
tive belt of tresh meat, now that 
particles of venison and  mut- 
ton have fallen op, Mrse Crouch and her 
appreciative cat? If they revive the 
theory—now generally abandoned—that 
the meteoric stones are fragments of an 
exploded planet then we may require 
them tu admit that the Kentucky shower 
consisted of fragments of exploded in- 
habitants who formerly occupied the 
wrecked planet. Doubtless, their final 
argument will be that their snstruments 
show no traces of meat in the solar sys- 
tem or the interstellar spaces. This is 
very true, but so far from upsetting the 
belt theory, it merely shows that new 
insirumenis of wider power must be in 

yented. 


There is av obvious need of an improv. 
ed -pectroscope which will exhibit the 
appropriate lines for beef, mutton, veni- 
son, poultry and fish as piainly as the 
present spectroscupe shows the lines of 
bydrogen, magnesium and other chemi- 
cal elements. With such an instrument 
combined with a telescope sufficient] 
powerful to make visible the hypotheti- 
cal meat belt, we might ot tain some re- 
a'ly satisfactory astronomical knowledge. 
The signal service bureau could learn at 
what time to look for showers of meat, 
and could announce them with ihe same 
confidence with which it now occasion-~ 
ally pruphesies clearor cloudy Weather. 
If we could read under the head ‘‘prob 
abilities’ that ‘“‘light. showers of 
beefsteak may be looked for in 
the New England and middle states du- 
ring the morning, followed by a heavy 
rain of mutton in the afterroen,” we 
cou'd abstain from visiting the market, 
and could, instead, spread out a sheet or 
the roof and lay in a weck’s supply of 
tutcher’s meat. Such predictions would, 
of course, be based upon the increased 
brillisncy of the speciroscopic lives uf 
beef and mutton. These lines wou'd 
naturally grow brighter as the earth 
neared the meat belt, and if the orbit o¢ 
the belt was once thoroughly known, we 
would predict meat showers with the 
same certainty with which the August 
and Novemb.r meteoric showers are now 
predicted. 


When once the scientific men accept 
the hypothesis of the existence of cosmi- 
cal meat, they will tell us what a grand 
and solemn thought it is, that at the dis- 
tance of whole states full of figures, vast 
nebule uf finely comminuted meat are 
circling steadily around the sur, They 
wili tell us how astronomers, prkeoney

The carcass of a 
fowl, the blood of which the Navigos 
drink on such occasions, was found in a 
room, and also the cross, on which the 
members’ names are drawn by lot, the 
one whose name is drawn his to swear 
to kill the first person he encounters. 

The police also’ found a. altar on 
which was a figure of Jesus Christ with 
two knives sticking in its back, pointing 
out the exact spots where the Navigo is 
to plunge the knife into his victim. 

Navigos acknowl dze a belief and 
perform ceremonies somewhat rvsem- 
bling those of the Voudoos. They were 
formerly all blacks, but among the ar- 
rested were a number of whites and 
fi.teen women.
